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OUTDOOR LIVING

The Huron River Weekly is 
offering a series of helpful 
articles for the month of May. 
They will include useful infor- 
mation on topics such as out- 
door living and landscaping, 
decorating trends, home 
remodeling and critter com- 
forts. We begin our series with 
outdoor living, such as land- 
scape and design ideas. For 
your convenience I’ve used 
local businesses. 

Spring is in the air, so it’s 
time to get our outdoor living 
spaces ready to enjoy. Having 
a luscious green lawn is the 
base for outdoor living, so it’s 
one of the most important jobs 
that you’ll do. According to 
Steve Chont, from Waltz 
Green Acres Sod Farm, you 
need to get started early in the 
Spring. The middle of April is 
a good time to apply some 
actual nitrogen, about one 
pound per 1,000 square feet. 
Every brand or product is dif- 
ferent. Chont says that every 
lawn is different, so read the 
directions carefully. Get your 
lawn on a fertilizing program, 
about six weeks from the first 
application. Fertilizer works 
best when applied to the soil at 
or above 50-degrees. 

If you have a new home or 
just want a new lawn, Chont 
has a plan for new sod. He 
says: 

1. Spray with a good herbi- 
cide. Be careful not to spray 
existing trees or other planti- 
ngs. Morning is the best time 
because the wind is calmer. 

2. Remove any existing sod. 

3. Wait 5-7 days to be sure 
that everything is dead. 

4. Apply 2”-3” of fresh top- 
soil. and rototill 5”-6” into 
existing soil. At this time 

establish your grade.

5. Rake out any rocks or 
other debris for a fine grade 
finish. 

6. Fertilize soil with a 6-24- 
24, about five pounds per 
1,000 square feet, and rake in 
well. 

7. Install your sod. 

8. Water well every day for 
2-3 weeks. Hint: Best to water 
in the morning. 

*If you’re installing an irri- 
gation system, do so after the 
rough grade and before the fin- 
ished grade. 

Chont also has a great tip 
for mowing; he says to keep it 
2-1/2”-3” high and if you’re 
cutting longer grass, cut 1/3 of 
the growth at first, then cut 
shorter later. Otherwise you 
will damage your grass. 

Once your lawn is perfect, 
landscape with trees and 
shrubs. The experts from 
Schoedel’s Nursery suggest 
having a plan to get a custom 
look. For a smaller yard it’s 
nice to have a reflective/ 
mediative look, with smaller 
plantings. For larger yards, 
proportion and proper spacing 
are very important. Using larg- 
er plantings is appropriate for 
the look you want to achieve. 

When trimming evergreens, 
wait until mid to late June. For 
flowering shrubs, wait until 
after they bloom. Don’t spray 
with any pesticides unless you 
see a definite problem.

relaxation for your personal 
well being. 

After 18 years, pond expert 
Scott Bates from Grass Roots 
Nursery has the best advice for 
anyone starting a water gar- 
den. Bates says that a good 
size pond for a beginner would 
be an 8’x10’, 800 gallon with 
a pond guard flex liner. Water 
gardens are relatively easy to 
maintain as long as you watch 
the nutrient levels. 

The melody of a water gar- 
den is very relaxing and by 
adding a few hearty waterlil- 
lies or bog plants and some koi 
fish your pond will be visually 
relaxing as well. 

Flowering plants are anoth- 
er way to make your outdoor 
space visually pleasing. Mary 
Niemann from Niemann Bros.
